dio in which the commentator baa­ 
ed his talk on the assumption that 
the United States would win the 
war was reported today by BBC. 
The new’ propaganda line em ­ 
ployed by the Nazis asserted that 
the United States would emerge as 
the most powerful 
nation in the 
world.

"Bill,”

vorite mouthpiece of Propaganda 
Minister Joseph Goebbels. "Bill” 
was told in this broadcast to ad­ 
vise America how it should write 
the peace. 
"When we Americans win

war.” said “Bill.” "we must re­ 
member that only a just and equit­ 
able peace should be written. 
If 
it embodies the principles of inter­ 
national justice, not only w’lll the 
United States be the most power­ 
ful nation in the world, but Euro­ 
pean economic recovery will be far 
speedier than ia anticipated."

Martial law today restored quiet 
and order in Beaumont after more 
than a day of wild race rioting In 
w’hich two men were killed, acorea 
of whites and N egroes were injur­ 
ed and buildings in the Negro sec­ 
tion were aet ablaze. 
The second reported attack of a 
white woman by a Negro assail­ 
ant within IO days touched off the 
riots as mobs intent on revenge 
ranged the city in a vain effort 
to get possession of the suspect. 
Those killed in the mob violence 
were Ellis Cleveland Brown, 55, a 
white carpenter on a construction 
project, and John Johnson, 
44, 
Negro ice truck driver. 
Brown died of a fractured skull 
suffered in rioting in the Negro 
section. Johnson w as on his way 
home from work when he was 
shot. He died several hours later 
in a hospital. 
Wholesale arrests of suspected 
rioters were made, and more than 
125 persons were held in the jail 
at one time. 
Martial law was proclaimed by 
acting Gov. A. M. Aiken and was 
enforced by 1,000 members of the 
state defense guard acting under 
direct command of 
Col. 
Sidney 
Mason. 
During the height of the vio­ 
lence, mobs of whites Invaded the 
Negro section, set fire to houses 
and shacks, burned Negro-ow’ned

Nail Polish Eczema 


B j LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
THE VARIOUS eruptions on 
the skin of the hands which are 
so common in housewives can be 
divided into five or six classes. 


Dr. Clendening will answer 
questions of general interest 
only, and then only through 
his column. 


The commonest of all—as is likely 
to be the case in skin eruptions on 
the hands of anybody—are those 
due to ringworm infection. 
The housewife macerates the 
skin of her hands in hot, soapy 
dishwater and makes it an easy 
field for entrance of the little 
spores of the ringworm which are 
scattered around on the arms of 
chairs, window ledges, in fact, 
nearly everywhere in our modern 
civilization. 
Another large group are aller­ 
gic or contact forms of dermati­ 
tis. Besides plant contacts, if she 
has a garden, the housewife may 
make contact with soaps, cleans­ 
ing powders, dyes, polishes and 
many other substances which in 
about five per cent of people cause 
a dermatitis. 
In this group — not strictly 
speaking of housewives — is nail 
polish eczema. 
This occurs not 
particularly frequently, but often 
enough to make it a troublesome 
condition in those who use nail 
polish, particularly of the darker 
and more ornate kinds. 
Locations of Eczema 
While nail polish eczema usu­ 
ally appears first on the skin 
around the nail beds and a t the 
ends of the fingers, it may fool 
everybody for a long time by ap­ 
pearing on the face and eyelids, 
which the patient touches with 
her recently polished nails.

order of frequency, after the fin­ 
gers and eyelids, the location for 
this eczema may be the neck, chin, 
cheeks, tips of the ears and the 
arm pita. 


In studying a group of these 
cases it was found th at it was not 
the dye in the polish which caused 
the eruption; colorless lacquer 
produced it almost as often as 
the colored nail polish. Skin patch 
tests done on a series of patients 
with 25 substances used in the 
manufacture of nail polish showed 
that a substance called formalde- 
hyde-sulphonamide resin was the 
only one which gave a positive re­ 
action in the patients and a nega­ 
tive reaction in the control sub­ 
jects. 
The control subjects were those 
who were not sensitive to polish 
or lacquer and who did not have 
an eczema. This causative agent, 
this resin, is widely used in mod­ 
em m anufacturing. Such fam iliar 
household objects 
as imitation 
leathers, glass beads, me JI I jew- 
elry, hairpins, pencils, celluloid 
playing cards and straw hats 
may be encoated with this resin.

Answer: A kidney floats when 
the ligaments that hold it in place 
become loosened.

TRENCH TO HOLD’ 
LIQUID MANURE

Nudging Nature in Victory Garden With 
Liquid Manure 


* 
By DEAN HALLIDAY 
Released by Central Press Association 


THERE IR such a thing as 
nudging nature to obtain quick 
growth in the Victory garden, and 
liquid manure can be used for 
that purpose. When applied to to­ 
mato, eggplant, peppers and other 
plants 
in 
the 
Victory 
garden 
liquid manure stim ulates growth 
and frequently hastens crop ma­ 
turity. Growing plants can only 
absorb food which is in solution 
and liquid manure thus supplies a 
short cut in feeding. 
Liquid manure can easily be 
made by soaking a bagful of 
manure in a barrel of water (or 
other large container), as illus­ 
trated In the accompanying Gar- 
den-Graph. Stir the mixture once 
a day for a week before using the 
liquid. When it is to be used di­ 
lute the liquid manure with water 


until it is a pale straw color to 
prevent the danger of burning the 
plants. 
When manure is not available, 
the Victory fertilizer can be used 
to m ike liquid manure. Dissolve 
one ounce of fertilizer in two to 
four gallons of water. Do not use 
this mixture more often than once 
every two weeks. 
Be careful to 
keep the solution off the foliage. 
Do not use liquid manure when 
the soil is dry. Wait until after a 
good rainfall or soak the soli well 
by allowing the hose to run water 
on it for a prolonged penod be­ 
fore applying liquid manure. If 
it is fed to the plants when the 
soil is dry it is absorbed by the 
plants so quickly that there is 
danger 
of 
burning 
the 
roots. 
W atering lightly after the feed­ 
ing is also a good practice.

Manpower

these items, government officials 
reported. 
Cigars Grow Scarce 
Cigar production, officials said, 
has fallen this year because of the 
increasing 
difficulty 
to 
secure 
trained workers. 
"I doubt if any cigar m anufac­ 
turer in the country can fill more 
than 65 percent of his orders to­ 
day,” one expert asserted. 
To meet the 
situation, 
cigar 
makers are distributing cigars to 
dealers and retailers on a percent­ 
age basis. 
Meanwhile, cigaret 
production 
is booming with an end to the de­ 
mand not yet in sight. It was esti­ 
mated that production of cigarets 
today stands at a level of 14 per­ 
cent above last year’s huge total 
of 253,250.000,000 cigarets. 
The manpower troubles of the 
cigar industry do not bother the 
cigaret people, according to gov­ 
ernm ent officials While four wom­ 
en working at a cigar machine j 
turn out a 
maximum of 
4,500 
cigars a day. one cigaret machine 
produces 1.200 units each minute. 
FW r C urtailed 
A curtailm ent of beer 
produc­ 
tion. on the other hand, is th reat­ 
ened Although beer m anufactur­ 
ers are restricted to 93 percent of 
the malt used last year, they have 
judiciously spread the supply so 
that production has not faltered. 
However, most beers consist of 
70 percent malt and 30 percent 
corn. And corn stocks, officials 
pointed out, 
are 
growing 
ever 
tighter. 
To meet the shortages, the W ar 
Food Administration has called in 
all com loans on crops between 
1938 and 1942 WFA also announc­ 
ed late yesterday that, if corn can­ 
not be 
gotten 
through 
regular 
channels for w ar uses. a priority 
system may be instituted. 
Should it be decided to prohibit 
breweries from using corn, an all­ 
m alt beer could be made, or rye 
might be substituted for the com. 
It was said, however, that a pro­ 
duction drop would 
undoubtedly 
result in such a case. 
At the same tune, it was report­ 
ed that transportation 
problems 
have resulted in the spotty distri­ 
bution of beer, with some centers 
having ample supplies and others 
low’ on the brew. 
The liquor situation 
remained 
gloomy, with little possibility re­ 
ported for the release of industrial 
alcohol to the m akers of distilled 
spirits. L atest figures show th at 
at the end of April, 
stocks 
of 
liquor in government warehouses 
were 90,000,000 gallons below last 
year at the same time, 
Officials 
estimated 
however, 
that the present supply will last 
for many months, and wine pro­ 
duction is expected to reach last 
y e a rs mark.
